- CHICAGO’S PRESS. 


How the Newspapers ofethe Windy 
City are Made. 
Chicago Cor. New York Mail. 


The strictures of European writers on the 
Botemian attitudes of the daily press of 
America are not altogether without justice. 
The average American journalist is a growth 
of chance and stumbles upon his profession. 
Well-educated young men become members 
of tne fourth estate because no other field of 
action is as easy of access or offers so speed 
means of existence. Usually on the great 
daily newspapers of the country a nailf-dozen 
or less bright minds lead and directa large 
coterie of small journalists, reportorial ap- 
prentices and Bohemiaus. The system of 
espace“ writing so universally adopted by 
the large newspapers of this country invites 
and sustains a mighty group of 
ci-devant men of profession who 
failed therein — now swell the 
ranks of mediocre wriftrs. Then the num- 
bers of men of brains, but destitute of char- 
acter, whose brilliant work is always sougut 
after and well paid for. Last of all the mul- 
titudes of real Bohemians—the thousands of 
poor feliows, proud and famished, who arise 
every morning hungry and retire each night 
fullof ambitious dreams. This is the body 
erratic which constitutes the majority of the 
members of the American press gang. The 
coat of many colors which it wears does not 
add to the esprit du corps or elevate the posi- 
tion of the wen of decided ability and charac- 
ter who constitute the minority. The press 
of Chicago, with its extended territory 
to advance in, presents an interesting 
study ot this subject. The News, with its 
immense circulation for the size of the city, 
reachipg on an average 60,000 copies a day, 
bas ro distinctive attributes. It is a breezy 
medium of locai pews, and the organ of the 
proletaire. The service it employs is meagre 
and cheaply paid, but vigorously used for 
Hancock. The Telegraph, Democratic, has 
little power, but under able management 
could grasp it. Its force is proportionate to 
its success. The Journal, Republican, is staid, 
relicbie and a power in the country towns. 
The Inter-Ocean, Republican and partisan. 
exerts that influence obtained usually by 
newspapers supported by and in the interests 
of a political party. Its management is able, 
but bas a decided penchan for Bohemian em- 

loyment. The Times, Iudependent, and the 


Tribune, Republican, the two great newspa- 


pers of the West, are notabie excentions 
to the general method of se- 
curing service. Al the work on 
these tuo papers is done by the regular 
staffs. There are no “‘special’’ or *‘extra’’ 
men, pelby-a-liners or Bobemian hangers- 
on. Noextraneous matter is received except 
iu the way of communications. Both papers 
have a very large daily circulation, and may 
be said to have achieved their greatmess in 
tte past twenty years. The policy of the 
Tribune is pacific, consistant and fair, rare- 
ly failing to give both sides of a question. It 
reaches the hearts of the people by its great 
excellence and considerateness. The policy 
ot the Times is aggressive, inflexible and sa- 
gacious. It reaches the brains of the muiti- 
tude by lis great abiiiv and fearlessues. 
Tone Tribune is vad by a close 
corporation almost fully represented 
its management, who are also 
bound by a family guild. Joseph Medill, the 
chief editor of the paper, is a man of large 
bras. He has noted political ability and has 
won civic honor by being thrice elected Mayor 
of tbe city of Chicago. Samuel Medill, his 
brother, ab'y fills the position of managing 
editor. “Young’’ Patter-on, a brother-in- 
law, is the coming man on the paper. Tae 
undermen on the Tribune, though weil paid 
and bot overworked, are brought under a 
System of detail” which prevents the exer- 
cise of ir dividual abilitv, and circumscribes 
Abe scope ef the paper for news. Hiil, the 
city editor of-the Tribune, is a man of brains 
and method, and holds his reserves always in 
hard. Snowcen, city editor of the Times, is 
careless of details, but 2 wonderful organizer 
in sudden emergercies. Hill isa command- 
er of iniantrymen; Snowden, a cavairg oflicer. 
W. F. Storey, proprietor and founder of ihe 
Times, has a national reputation as 
a journalist, hut in no way 
does his great sagacity manifest itself 
more decidedly thanin the liberal methods 
by which he secures his employes and retains 
them in loyal service. The memin charge of 
the departments are given the utmost free- 
dom in the display of individual capacity,and 
cops« quently the news territory covered by 
the columns ofthe Times is not equaled by 
any newspaper in this country outsiae ot New 
\curk City. Most ofthe men have been in 
service for along time, ranging from ten to 
twenty years. The miscellauesus and liter- 
ary wok ofthe stafis of the Times and Tri- 
bune is of high order, and can not de excelled 


by any corps of special writers employed on 


any paper. The Sunday morning edition of 
each paper isseidom less than 100,000, and 


nas effevtually smothered every literary Sun- 
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day paper that has appeared in Chicago. Al- 
together, these two great journals of the West 
are outgrowths and powerful advocates ofa

Leaders of ton“ took him up, and 
he finally married the daughter of a wealthy 
resident physician in New York. But then 
society considered his serving in what 
is usually thought a menial situation 
an interesting eccentricity of a 
foreign nobleman, and some ot the 
same people who petted bim would be loftily 
indifferent to, if not contemptuous of, the 
American wbo proves hisinnate nobility by 
accepting such service not incognito, but 
openly, not one bit ashamed that he does it 
from necessity, not choice. I think the com- 
parison isin favor of our own countryman so 
far as I can judge of the motives of the two. 
I bave seen at one of the hotels I have visite | 
this week a Harvard graduate and divinity 
student in the position named above. His 
refined and intellectual face and his graceful 
manners so unmistakably indicated that he 
was superior to those usually seen in like 
employment that our party made the inquir- 
ies which led toour receiving tbe informa- 
tion about him I have given. 

I wanted to talk to him, but felt the same 
hesitation in seeking a conversation unintro- 
duced that I would had I mst him among the 
invited guests at a party, so only spoke to him 
regarding seats at table. To have opened a 
gonversauion would have implied an assertion 
of superiority on my part which I was far 
from feeling. Ithink a man or woman so 
situated has as much right to snub those who 
attempt patronage as any society sweils, male 
or female, have to keepintrucers at a distance. 
The cold look of well-bred indifference to my 
advances would pain me more from the for- 
mer than the glare of affected disdain of the 
laiter. 

Landlords tell me that the college waiters 
are the most eflicient they have ever had and 
never give them any trouble at all. They sre 
tine-Jooking young men, pbysically well- 
developed as well as menially. 


Moody's School for Boys and Girls. 
From the New Haven Journal, Sept. 14. 

The gift of $25,000 for the establishment of 
an instinution fur boys at Northfield, Mass., 
abnounced by Mr. Moody near the close of 
the convocation last week, and at the dedica- 
tion of the fine building just erected for bis 
school for girls, was, it is understood, from 
Hiram Camp, Esq., of this city. The school 
for boys will be operated on the same plan as 
the school for girls, which has been for some 
time in successful operation, and now, with 
itsrew builuing, which is as fine as the theo- 
logical building of Yale in all respects, much 
greater tuccess is anticipated. At the begin- 
ning cf the vear a fine brick 
building was erected for the reci- 
tations; but the house cceupied as a home 
being inadequate tothe needs of the iastitu- 
tion, the next term reopens in this new struc- 
ture, which is beautifully situated on an emi- 
nence, and is three stories high, with fifty 
rooms. Mr. Camp leads the list of trustees 
of the new institution appointed by Mr. 
Mocdy, as stated io the girls’ school circular, 
the remarks applying equally as to the ob- 
jects of the new school. “It is the object of 
those interested inthe establishment of this 
seminary to afford opportunity for those girls 
whose mears will not allow them to attend 
the schools new in progress. If this object 
can be gained in a purely Christian home, and 
a thoroughly practical education be given, and 
if girls shall go forth equipped for a noble 
Christian womanbood, tbe desire of its friends 
will be gratified. * * The Bible is ina-

After swimming for 
two hours without alife-preserver I saw Mr. 
Sriva, a lady and the baker all on a pieceof 
wreck. I seized the float, and then I saw a 
life-preserver floating about. I got itand 
returned to the piece of fluating wreck. After 
hanging to it about half an hour there came 
another terrible wave, which swept us all off. 
I looked around and saw that the lady had 
disappeared. Mr. Silva and the baker were 
still on the surface. They both called for me 
to be'p tbem, but I couldnot. 

We three remained together till 7 o’clockin 
the evening. Then we lost everything that we 
could cling to. Once in a while one would 
call out, Boys, how are you?’ It was not 
long before we were separated. I was in the 
sea till about 10:30 o’clock that right, when J 
knew by the sound of the breakers that I was 
bear land. It was after that that I had the 
worst time of all. The breakers were so ter- 
riticthatl could pot get through one before 
anotber overtook me and dr-gged me into the 
seavgain. WtenTI seuched the land I was 
completely exbeusted. It was very dark, and 
I was naked.

The Origin of the Shylock Legend. 
From the New Vork Graphic. 

Professor Graetz, the eminent Jewish schol- 
ar, has written a series of articles on the origin 
of the Shylock legend, the first of which ap- 
pears in the August number of the German 
Repository for Judaic History and Science. 
The first trace of it, says the author, is to be 
found in Herbers’ French versification of 
‘*Dolopathos, or the Seven Wise Men of 
Rome,“ made for one of the kings of France. 
There we find that a rich vassal of a knight, 
one whose legs had been cut off by the order 
of his feudal superior, offered the latter a loan 
of 100 marks, on the condition that if this 
amourt were not paid by a fixed time the vas - 
sal should have the right of cutting out a piece 
of the knight’s flesh. The knight having 
succeeded in his purpose with the money, for- 
got altogether to pay it. The vassal out of re- 
venge insisted upon his right. The judge, 
who was none else than the knight’s bride in 
disguise, pronounced that the flesh should be 
cut out, but no more and no less than stipu- 
lated, otherwise the creditor would forfeit 
his life. Herbers makes the remark that this 
is an old story, which the monk Jehans de 
Haute-Selve translated into Latin. The same 
story bas passed into the ‘-Gest manorum”’ 
in another form. The first w who intro- 
duced a Jew of Mestre as the creditor was 
Ser Giovanni Fiorentino, in his collection of 


tales entitled ‘‘Pecorone,’’ composed in 1378.

A Bey Dies from Hydrophobia. 
Lancaster (Pa.) Special to Philadelphia Times. 


Another distressing case of hydrophobia, 
the third that has occurred in this citv dur- 
ing the past seven weeks, terminated to-day 
in the death of the victim, little David 
Ziegler, the six-year-old son of Frank Zieg- 
ler, a laboring man, residing on Manor 
street. About the Ist of last August thelittle 
boy was severely bitten in the lip by a dog 
belonging to his father, which was lying upon 
the porch in front of the house, and which 
the lad playfully struck in the face as he was 
Passing. The dog bad exhibited no signs of 
the rabies. Although the wound was an ugly 
one, the lip being so badly lacerated: that it 
was necessary forthe attending physician to 
sew it up, no serious consequences were 
anticipated, and the injury healed sat- 
isfactorily. On Wednesday the boy complain- 
ed of feeling unwell and was alternately af- 
feeted by severe chills and high fever. He was 
unable to eat, his eyes became greatly dilated 
ard he strenuously resisted taking the liquid 
medicine which the physician prescribed and 
which it required some force to administer, 
the little sufferer shuddering visibly and fre- 
quently screaming. Yesterday afternoon Dr. 
Foreman,who wasthe attending physician, 
pronounced the case to be one of hvdropho- 
bia, and his diagnosis was confirmed by 
Dr. Atlee, who had been called in consulta 
tion. A South American vegetable poison 
called *‘curare,” claimed to be a specific rem- 
edy forthe disease, was administered by 
means of injection under thefskin of the arm 
and appeared to produce a beneficial effect, 
but the relief was only temporary, for during 
the night the spasms increased in force and 
number, and from midnight on till 5 o’ clock 
this morning, when death relieved him, he 
was in continuous agony. The sufferer im- 
agined the room to be full of horrid forms, 
and the mosttrifling objects assumed shapes 
that were menacing himself and his mother, 
for whom he appea) ed to manifest the utmost 
solicitude, implorins herfto flee from the dan- 
ger to which she was placed and shrieking 
with terror. At one time he jumped as high 
as the head-board of the bed, and toward the 
end it required the united strength of two 
men to hold the suffering child on his couch. 


The Czar’s Marriage. 
St. Petersburg Cor. N. Y. Sun. 


The great event of which every one here is 
talking, of course under his breath, for reas- 
ons that need noexplaining,is the marriage 
of tbe Emperor with the famous Princess 
Dolgorouka. An English journal has even 
printed a dispatch announcing the celebration 
of the ceremony, but the news was premature 
though it may come true any ry 5 In a re- 
cent letter addressed to one of her friends, 
a grande dame, the ambitious Princessjspeaks 
of the event as certain and inevitable. The 
marriage will be morganatic, and will be cel- 
ebfated as soon as the Czar lays aside his 
mourning. The children born to the Emperor 
by this Princess will receive the title of 
Altesse, and will occupy at the court 
of Russia precisely the same place that 
the legitimized children of Louis XLV. had at 
the court of the roi-soleil. They will take 
rank after the Grand Dukes. The haughty 
Princess must perforce give up the dream of 
wearirg the crown of the Czarinas. A mor- 
ganatic wife, she will have to content herself 
with the title of Altesse, and will not preside 
at court or at official ceremonies. That duty 
Wil davolve upon the} hereditary Grand 
Duchess. A suitable dowry will be settled 
on the Princess, who is already avery rich 
woman; her income is estimated at nearly a 
million a year. Little or nothing will be 
changed at the palace by the Emperor’s mar- 
riage. It is a private and personal repara- 
tion, with which the Russian nation has 
nothing to do. The ceremony itself will be 
private, almost secret. . 

Apropos of this union, a statement has been 
printed that the Princess has had flve children 
by Alexander. Infact, she has four. The 
mistake is not surprising, however, since the 
Czar has as many natural children as the late 
King Vittorio Emanuele, the galantuomo. The 
Czar is indeed a frouis XVI., hö wants to 
play Louis XiV. under the charins of a worn- 
out Maintenon. 

This marriage with the woman who has the 
credit of inepiring all the reactionary and anti- 
liberal measures of the Czar’s Government 
does not tend to hasten the work of pacifica- 
tion.

THE SENTIMENTAL GARFIKLD’S. 


How His Ohio Kiusfolk Wept Over the 
‘*Tow-Boy’s’’ Nomination.

According to a story afloat here Ged. Gar- 
field is afflicted with very sentimental rela- 
tives. e public are not likely to forget 
soon the hullabaloo that attended his journey 
uestionable 
capture of the nomination, to his home at 
Mentor. Every stopping place along the 
road brought out its brass band and cheering 
crowd to greet him. But the greeting that 
overtopped all others in touching sweetness 
and real pathos was that at 
Bryan, Q. There were reasons for this. 
Bryan was the first town reached within the 
boubdaries of the nominee’s own State. That 
of itself made the reception significant. .A 
flavor of romance was attached to it, though, 
inaddition to the important consideration 
just cited, from the interesting fact that a 
large number of Garfield’s relatives living in 
the vicinity had come down to the depot ina 
body to extend their personal felicitations. 
The meeting was truly affecting. Words were 
inadequate, the Republican journals of the 
next day said, to convey a description of the 
scene. It was reported that the relatives 
clambered over each other in their 
eagerness to embrace the General. When 
they had kissed all around, William 
Letcher,a cousin, to whom had been assigned 
the part of spokesman, startedinfor a for- 
mal speech of welcome, but he got only as far 
as Cousin James,“ when his feelings over- 
came him and the rest of the speech was 
smothered in sobs. Whether this was part of 
a preconceived programme or not must be 
left for historians to quarrel over, but it had 
the same effect as though it had been, for the 
delegation of Letchers joined with the deleza- 
tion of Garfields in an instantaneous and lugu- 
brious chorus. The General’s sensitive nature

This 
grading of wheat should be uniform, and if 
St. Louis does not come to it she will be 
like a narrow gauge railroad company 
in a region where the other roads are all 
of the standard gauge.

Fifty Thousand Pounds of Wool Alleged 
to Have Been Stelen--Lat- | 
est Details.

ing, ot David Treiber, a member of the 
commission firm of Bienenstock, Treiber & 
Co., of No. 100 South Second street, on 4 war- 
rant charging him with the larceny ot 50,000 
pounds of wool valued at $10,000. The plain 

tiffin the case isthe Valley National Bank. 

Although the warrant wassworn to by Capt. Al- 
bert J. Stiles, the well known private detective, 


Justice B. P. Taaffe issued the warrant on 
Saturday evening and encrusted it to Constable 
James Spaulding, who was led to believe that 
Mr. Treiber intended to leave the city. 
Accordingly Mr. Spaulding summoned tour 
deputies, and the Treiber residence, at 
No. 3341 Morgan street, was watched, fore and 
aft, all night. Early yesterday morning when 
Mr. Treiber appeared, he was surrounded by 
the deputies and captured. Mr. Treiber is a 
small man of no particular strength. The 
constable hadin some manner associated 
the alleged larceny of 50.000 
pounds of wool with great physical strength, 
and his posse were accordipgiy armed to the 
teeth and prepared to overcome a desperate 
resistance. Mr. Treiber 
WENT TO THE JAIL 
with his captor, where 
moned his couse), Mr. 
Jobnson. The services 
Johnson were also brought intothe case, and 
in a short time he secured a boadsman forthe 
risoner, who was then released by Judge 
ady on $3,000 bail. 

Partialiy successful efforts were made 
to suppress ublication of the case. 
Mr. Treiber refused to make any statement 
owing to the absence of his attorney, Charles 
P. Johnson, from the city. The statement uf 
the case as Obtained by dint of much ques- 
Goatag Sem Mr. Hoffman, President of the 
Vailey National Bank, is briefly that the firm ol 
Bienenstock, Treiber & Co. have been doing 
business with the bank for a couple of years, 
the bank from time to time advancing large 
sums of money upon warehouse receipts and 
bills of lading. The bank is repre- 
sented by a confidential agent in 
the commission houre and allege either 
collusion or negligence on his part. Having 
reason to suspect that all of the transactions 
of the firm were not exactly on the square, the 
bank called in the detective and 
on Saturday matters cuiminated in 
tbe arrest of Mr. Treiber, it being 
alleged that after hypothecating warehouse re- 
ceipts for 50,000 pounds of wool the firm 
obtained possession of it and sold it to other 
rarties most ot it being shipped from the 


State. 

THE WARRANT 
upon which the arrest was made 
was seen by a POST-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning, Who made the demand of a citizen 
to a sight of the records ot the court. It sets 
forth in the usual style that: 

„Before me, Bernard P. Taaffe, a justice of 
the peace, inundforthe Seventh District of 
the city of St. Louis and State of Missouri, 
persopally came Albert J. Stiles, 
who being duly sworn according 
to law deposeth and sayeth that on or about 
the 16th day of september, in the year of our 
Lord 1880, in the city of St. Louis and State of 
Missouri, David Treiber did, with force of 
arms, wilifully steal and _  felonious!l 
take and carry away 50,000 pounds of wool, 
all ot the value ot 310,000 in the city, of St. 
Louis and State ot Missouri, and of the prop- 
erty and belonging to the Valley National 
Bank, a corporation doing business in 
the , St«te of Missouri, and the 
said David Trieber did with force 
of arms feloniously steal, take and carry 
away said 50,000 pounds of wool with the in- 
tention of converting the said 50,000 pounds 
of wool to his own use, and the same then and 
there being the property and belonging to the 
said Valley National Bank.’’ 

The case has been docketed for September 
27th, at which time all the facts in this rather 
interesting case will be made public. 

A TALK WITH 1REIBER. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter met Mr. Treiber 
in the office ot the Johnsons waiting for John 
D. Johnson to come in. Dick Johnson intro- 
duced the scribe to Treiber, whois a hand- 
some little man with a Hebrew cast to his feat - 
ures and the heavy dark beard of the Israel - 
ite. He said: 1 don’t look like such a 
terrible man, do I—one that would do such a 
thing as to steal 50,000 pounds of anything?“ 

The repcrter promptiy replied that be did 
not look like the hardened and mammoth 
criminal one would expect to find figuring in 
such a weighty transaction. 

‘*I guess that constable expected to find a 
giant, he and his men coming up with revol- 
vers and knives in their clothes. Somebody 
had told bim © “i. was going to 
run away. ~ wa o run away I 
had plenty time. When Hoffman 
was down to my “place and 
‘I will have you in jal in Balf an hour.’ 
plenty of time to goifI wanted to. 
that I got my bondsman and went to the court 
to wait for the arrest. I did not expect any- 
thing like a charge ot grand larceny, though. 

„Will you make a statement of this affair 
for publication?’’ 

„Well, just now I can’t. I am in this unfor- 
tunate position. My attorney is away, ana I 
would prefer to see him first. Mr. Treiber 
held a copy of a morning pa- 
per in his- hands which contained 
an account of his arrest and what he termed a 
very gurbled and untrue statement of the facts 
leading to it. He read trom the paper: 
‘The firm was indebted to the 
Valley National Bank for loans amounting 
in the aggregate to 310,000 or $12,000. 0 
this amount the bank would not lose over 
$4,000 and probably notso much.’’ Andthen 
continued: ‘‘Now, that is something to raise 
such en awful fuss about. Suppose I have 
been uniortunate in business und do owe 
them $4,000; they have made $50,000 out 
of me, and besides 1 intend to pay them what 

owe.“ 

Mr. Treiber ceased talking at this juncture, 
and the reporter left very much in the dark as 
to the peculiar transaction. The house of 
Bienenstok, Treiber & Co. has always stood 
very well in the business community.

A prominent citizen,referring to a local item 
published the other day, says: The nick 
names of certain localities are easily picked 
up and attribute every crime happening 
in our midst to the denizens of 
that place. The name of Vinegur Hill is 
too frequently mentioned inthis connection.

One Sunday aiternoon, being visited 
by a number of friends, a discussion arose be- 
tween them as to the propriety of christening 
the new settlement. Powers wished it 
named ‘‘Vinegar Hill' and Cooper Duck 
Creek’’ after the place of their nativity in 
Ireland. After much badinage it was finally 
settled that the two old residenters should de: 
cide the matter by a game of Old Sledge.“ 
Hunting around they tound an old log, and be- 
tween thetwothe game waxed hot and cold 
alternately, but finally terminated in favor of 
Powers and the neighborhood was christened 
‘Vinegar Hill.“ Shortly after the 
war a large party of returned 
soldiers and army idlers made this their head- 
quarters, and established a club called the 
‘*‘Modoes.’’ The mischeivous antics ot this set 
ot bacchanals brought the neighborbood into 
notoriety. Now, and for the last ten years, 
there has not been a quieter or more peace- 
able partofthe city than this same neigh- 
borhood, and as a specimen of how these 
‘*new reporters’’ talsify matters, it is truth- 
fully stated that neither of the young men is 
known or ever was known in that precinct.
